The gallant Colonel was 
In his oiUce in the'governm ent building, where the 
Premier, Sir John A. Macdonald, and m ost of the 
M inisters of State have tliolr olllelal qnarters. An­ 
ticipating som ething very dlflbrent I felt agreeably 
surprised at the thoroughly cordial reception tho 
Colonel ex fn d e d . In striking contrast as It was to 
the frigid and contemptuous Indilfereace some of 
our W ashington oRlcials show tow ards the sov­ 
ereign citizens who happen to be neither Senators 
nor Ueprosentatives, and whose m isfortune It Is to 
be compelled to ask a courtesy from Ihelr public 
servants. Colonel Fletcher, a m agnificent specimen 
of physique, over six feet high and m assive acroaa 
the chest as the beam of a man-of-war, was in 
the Guards, and as I reflected w hat uncommonly 
splendid opportunlttea of enjoym ent such a m an 
m ight have In London, I concluded It m ust 
have been som ething more im perative than choice 
th at induces him to pass his life lu such a cheerless 
region us this. After we had talked about tho late 
war, about McClellan, for whom ho said tho Eng- 
IlMh oiHcers all expressed g reat adm iration, I left 
with The understanding that he would deliver my 
request to Lord Dufferln and let me know his pleas­ 
ure next day at noon. At the appointed time a note 
trom his aid-dc-camp Informed me that His Excel­ 
lency would be pleased to m eet me at lunch.

THE WEST IN M aF t BADE. 


The steam er Tybee, which sailed yesterday for 
St. Domingo, carried with her a large num ber of 
m erchants aud bankers, who go to the W est 
Indies to look out for fresh openings in trade.

B etween the hours of nine A. M. aud three P. M. 
to-day Henry Rogers will bo executed in tn e yard 
of Che Kings County Jail, Raymond stree t. Brook- 
tyn, for the m urder of PoUceman John Donohue, of 
the Fourth stree t statlou. early on the m orning of 
the 7th of July last. 
The circum stances of the 
tragedy are probably still fresh lu the m emory of 
the readers of the H e ra ld . The Drisoner Rogers 
and a num ber of hU com panions, all of whom had 
been drinking In Nell McGoldrlck’a barroom , on 
North First street, betw een T enth stree t and 
Union avenue (the 
locality known as “ B attle 
Row"), assembled on the sidewalk in front of 
McGoIdrlck’s place and began to slug aud o ther­ 
wise create a disturbauce. 
It was 
then be­ 
tw een twelve and one o'clock In the m orn­ 
ing. 
Previous to leaving McGoldrick’s saloon 
Rogers

Officer 
Douohue came along that way that night he would 
“lay him o u t," but no particular notice was taken 
a t the tim e. While the p arty were singing Officer 
Donohue came along and told them th at th at 
would not do, aud if they w anted to slug they m ust 
go Inside. McGotdrick’s place, however, was closed 
at the time. As the officer turned to leave Rogers 
drew a club which he bad obtained irom Mrs. 
McGoldrlck and struck him on the bead with it, 
felling him to the pavem ent. A w itness deA ribed 
the blow as being so powerful th at It tu rn ed Douo­ 
hue com pletely around ! 
The crowd then fled, 
leaving the poor officer w eltering In his own blood 
and Insensible. Rogers and the other m em bers of 
the gang w ere arrested, but Rogers was the only 
one tried. The others are now at large. This ik 
tne story of the tragedy, briefly told. 
SCENES AT THE JAIL YESTERDAY. 
Yesterday m orning Governor Uoirniau, belore 
whom the final appeal was argued on Wednesday, 
Iclegiittphed to D istrict A ttorney B ritton that he 
had decided to deny a respite lu Rogers' case. A 
representative of the Herald Immediaiely repaired 
to the Jail and found th at the officials there had 
not been inform ed of the Governor's decision. 
They expressed no surprise at the result of the 
efforts of the p risoner’s counsel, and, in tact, had 
begun the work of erecting the gallows in the rear 
of the Jail yard, alm ost directly opposite the cou- 
dem ncd m an's cell. 
Ou the front door of the Jail tho om inous notice, 
“ No visitors adm itted to-day," had been posted by 
the keeper, Mr. Conraddy. A large crowd of men, 
women and boys, attra cted by a m orbid curiosity, 
hung about the front of the building, watching 
every person who had business there going in and 
out. As the H rbald rep resen tativ e en tered the 
hallway the sound of the w orkm en’s hammers ana 
saws were heard as they proceeded w ith the work 
of erecting the iustrum siit of death. The hallway, 
from the en tran ce to riffe jail ex ten d s right through 
to the yard, and on opening the door leading to 
the latter the gang of busy m en and tiie hali- 
crectcd gullows were revealed to the sight.

13 the samo on which Barney Frlory, Real, Jack 
Reynolds, the Spanish m urderers (Gonzales aud 
I'eUiccr), and other m urderers expiated tliclr 
crimes. It belongs to the I’ombs, Now York, ana 
was taken over yesterday inorulug.

ol erecting It was com pleted about two o'clock, 
wlien the workmen eovereil It with cauvus, and it 
will not be revealed again until it will be required 
to do its terrible work to-day. 
Rogers was attended yesterday m orning by Ills 
spiritual advisers, Rev, Father Me Elroy, ol the 
Church of Our Lady of Mercy, and Kev. Father 
McDonald, of the Church of the Im m aculale Con­ 
ception, Eastern di.-itrlct. He was not inform ed ol 
Governor Hoffman’s relusal to g ran t him n respite, 
aud had tliereiore not abandoned all hope. He 
was taken out of his cell to the Uiniug looni. 
w here mass was celebrated, and he was then re­ 
turned to his cell. His m other, a poor, broken- 
down woman, and Ills sister, nearly liis own age, 
also called upon him, and upon leaving they wept 
bitterly. Since Ids confinem ent Rogeia bus re­ 
ceived every possible atten tio n from K eeper Con- 
ruddr and his assistants. He seemed to regard all 
kindly, but was more Intim ate and coufideutial 
w ith Deputy Anthony Meyers.

Yesterday aftoruoou the ropreseututive of tho 
U rkalu sent lu word to Rogers requesting an in­ 
terview. He had up to th at time em ptiatlcally re­ 
fused to see any reporters, but this time he signi­ 
fied Ills wlUinguesa to see the Herald representa­ 
tive, who thereupon repaired to his cell lu company 
w ith Deputy Meyers. Rogers occupies cell No. 14, 
the last on the middle Her, which is ulw ais 
assigned to m urderers. The apartm ent is about 
eight by eleven feet, and lljrhud by a small, n ar­ 
row window, Irom which the occupant, by stan d ­ 
ing on the bed, can look out into the yard. It bad 
been recently w hitewashed and otherw ise p re­ 
sented a clean appearance.

Our news from Paris, printed eisewhei-e in 
these oolurnu this morning, is not encourag­ 
ing to tboHO who hope for the coatiuu- 
auoe of the 
authority 
of 
the 
present 
government in France. At a aomowhat late 
hour iu the afternoon of yesterday the Asaom- 
bly took action on the motion of M. Dnfaure, 
President Thiera’ Minister of Justice. 
It will 
be remembered by our readers that the motion 
of M. Dnfaure, carried by tlie Assembly on 
Friday of last week, provided for the ap^ 
poiutruent by the Assembly of a committee 
of thi^y, whoae duly it should be to dr»w up 
a law regulaliug public powers *ud pre­ 
scribing the conditions of Ministerial respon­ 
sibility. It has been known for the past week 
that the appointment to be made yesterday 
would test the strength of parties ami revi’al 
the ncliml situation. The committee, as our 
news of this morniug shows, has been organ­ 
ized. As organized it reveals the character 
and coiuiKwition of Uie Assembly. Of the 
thii-ty members who compose 
the 
com­ 
mittee nineteen represent the Right and 
eleven 
represent 
the Ijeft 
It 
is not 
at 
all 
to 
be 
wondered 
at 
that 
the apiKiiutmcMit of the committee ahould 
have created considerable excitement, not 
only iu France, but throughout Europe. One 
of our despatches has it that Berlin is alarmed, 
that the German government has token steps 
to strengthen the army of occupation, that ex­ 
citement prevails at Chiselhurst, and that, in 
the event of the outbreak of hostilities in 
Paris, the influence of Bisman'k, with the 
consent of Emperor William, will be exerted 
to restore the Empire, with Napoleon at its 
head. 
We are not disiiosed to lay stress on vague 
and ill-dcQiied rumors. 
It may lie that the 
actual situation is not so serious as reported. 
The committee, as appointed, is a reasonably 
fair representation of the Assembly. The ma­ 
jority in the Assembly is notoriously conserv­ 
ative, and the conservative majority in the 
Assembly is represented in this fresh commit­ 
tee. It is not conceivable that the organiza­ 
tion of the committee can be any surprise to 
the President or, indeed, to any intelligent 
memlier of the French Assembly. It was a 
foregone conclusion that the majority in the 
new committee provided for by M. Dufaure’s 
motion 
would 
be 
anti-republican. 
The 
situation of to-day is ra<Mt unquestionably 
more critical than it was a week ago. 
It was 
evident then—it is more evident now—that the 
vote of the Assembly delayed, but did not pre­ 
vent, a crisis. It is iu some respects a di»- 
grico to France and to the French people that 
such a crisis should have arrived. The present 
government has doni well, and it ought to have 
been allowed to complete its task. That task 
cannot be regarded as completed until the last 
centime ot the war indemnity is paid. We 
are willing to admit that the obligations under 
which France has come wonld be honorably 
discharged 
by 
any party which 
might 
come into power ; but as the goverumeut of 
M. Thiers has been a compromise government 
and rendered possible only by the conflicting 
seuliraents of the various factious, Germany 
could not be blamed if it said, on the occasion 
of the fall of the presont government, “Our 
guarantees are no longer of any value. ” Nay. 
Germany might be justified in adopting 
stronger measures and saying, “We have 
trusted the R'‘public, 
which bus failed. 
We shall now, 
if 
France 
favors 
the 
idea, 
deal 
with 
France 
through 
the 
iiiflu 
w^ho 
surrendered 
at 
.Sedan. 
It 
France wants monarchy the only possible 
torm of monarchy is the Empire.’’ The one 
alarming fact of the moment is, that Germany 
can dictate to France, and, if ucid be, compel 
her to submit; aud it is not to be denied that 
the government of Emperor William, while it 
has the wish, has also the power, and that, 
too, with the consent of a large and powerful 
s**clion of the French i>eople. to re-establish the 
Empire and to restore the Bouapartes. 
It is 
this fact which, more than any other, makes 
the present situation alarming to those who 
would wish to sea the Republic successfully 
established in France. 
It is hariUy possible that the republicans 
would allow Germany to interfere without 
making one other bold aud vigorous effort. 
Our letter from 
Paris, published in the 
Hbbald of yesterday, leaves us little room 
to doubt as to what are the feelings of M. 
Gambotto in this particular crisis. 
What 
Gauibetta felt or thought would to us be of 
little nomeut but for the fact that we know 
that he, moi-o than auy other man. knows and 
represents 
the 
sentiments of the 
great 
mass 
of 
the 
French 
people. 
That 
he 
should 
like the 
American 
bumucr 
aud. 
dislike 
the 
Euglish 
Gladstone 
dt>es not surprise us; for M. Leou Gambetta is 
a muu of impulse, and his likes and dislikes 
are to be measured by the same standard. 
What suits him and pleases him ho accepts; 
what d.ies not suit him and please him he 
despises and denuttnces. 
It is undeniable, 
however, that he represents young France, 
the hopeful FrauCe of the hour and the strong 
France otUhe early futuro. 
When France fell 
tmd'T the crushing blow delivered at Sedan 
M. Gambetta was the man who, coming to the 
rescue, made his 
country noble by the 
revehition of her strength in the hour of 
her humiliation and sorrow. Tliat he failed 
iu his immediate purpose was no disgrace to 
him. He did his best, and, fully recognizing 
his defeat, be has for two years remained in 
the background waiting his o])portuDÍty. 
It 
does now seem os if Gambetta should be forced 
to say bis opportunity had arrived, and that 
the neoesiiities of the hour compelled him to 
decisive action. With President Thiers he has 
never been in sympathy. With the policy of the j 
President he has forborne, hoping aud waiting j 
lor the best,, the best moaning the Republic. I 
Again and again he has said, and again aud , 
again the U e r a d d has echoed bis sentiments, i 
that there was no hope for the Republic ! 
unless the present Assembly was dissolved ; 
and a fresh appeal was made to the people. ! 
“The really important question,’’ as the ex- 
Dictator said to our correspondent, “was the j 
dissolution of the Assembly. The monarchists | 
are aware that if we were to have an election ; 
to-m<}rrow there is bordly one of them who 
would be re-elected.” 
Our latest news en­ 
courages the belief that Gambetta clings to 
the opinions expr»3ssed to our correspondent, 
for at a special meeting of the party of the 
Left ho powerfully advocated the dissolution 
of the Assembly, and it is a source of gratifl- 
catiou to us to know that the parly of the LeR 


endorsed his seatinenta aad insisted on car­ 
rying them into praotioa. 
It remains but to be said that the committee 
which has now been appointed may, after a 
careful consideration of the situation, act in 
such a manner as shall avert rather than pre­ 
cipitate what sceuM an impending and most 
serious crisis. 
It will be well if the commit­ 
tee, which has the immediate future of France 
so much in its bauds, is guided to a wise de­ 
cision. France cannot do better than wait. 
Until the last centime is paid and until the 
last German soldier has left her soil she ought 
to content herself with things as they are; and 
no man in the peculiar circumstances iu which 
she is placed is so well qualified to preside at 
the helm as M. Thiers. If France will not 
continue to submit to the rule of M. Thiers 
the next best thing is a dissolution of the As­ 
sembly; but as a disaolntiou might result in 
revolution, and pos.sibly a fresh German in- 
viwion, wo dread the experiment. 


iMternml Improve meats—.Presiden* lira ul 
and Ouvernor W alker. 
The opf»osiag views on th5 subject, pf great 
internal improvements of two recently is.sued 
public documeutrt—namely, the Message of 
President Grant and the Message of Governor 
Walker, of Virginia -are worthy of note. The 
President, as is generally known, recommends 
an extensive system of internal improvements 
by the feiloral government, and particularly by 
canals of great length and cost, with a view to 
promote commerce between the West and At- 
lantio seaboard. He mentions, among other 
projects, for which ho recommends government 
aid, the James River and Kanawha Canal. 
Governor Walker, in his Message to the Vir­ 
ginia Legislature^ does not favor any such 
policy, though 
his 
own 
State 
might 
reap 
the beneflt of it. 
Ho does not 
believe Congress wiU give the 
aid rec­ 
ommended. 
He says:—“The government 
of the United States, in my judgment, 
will never undertake the completion of the 
James River and Kanawha CauaL” He is 
opposed to the principle of 
government 
undertaking suoh works. 
He advisM the 
owner4 of property in the canal, including 
the State, to transfer the title of all their 
interests to a company of responsible gentle- 
mou of established reputation for probity and 
financial ability, upon condition that the 
work be completed in a satisfactory manner 
within a specified period. He says the argu­ 
ments iu favor of this scheme of internal im­ 
provements by thV federal government have 
been worn threadbare in tho case of the 
Niagara Ship Canal, the Dlinois Ship Canal, 
the Fox River improvement and other like 
schemes. He endeavors to dispel the illusion 
of such a uational undertaking, and urges the 
people aud State of Virginia to trust to their 
own 
effotte and the capital 
they can 
obtain elsewhere. 
The Governor is right 
on 
the 
principio 
involved, 
and gives 
good advice. 
To 
show 
what may be 
done 
in 
such great 
internal improve­ 
ments 
where 
the 
people 
and 
capi­ 
talists 
of 
any 
State 
undertake 
them, 
without aid from Washington aud by such in­ 
cidental eucouragemeut as the State iti^elf can 
give, we may mention an important work 
about to bo accomplished iu Maryland and 
Delaware. We refer to tho “Maryland and 
Delaware Ship Canal." It Is to open a water 
communication for large vessels between 
Chesaioeake Bay and the Delaware River, aud 
thus to avoid the long, expensive au(l^ dan­ 
gerous voyage round Cape ciiarles. I t will 
bring tho trade of Baltimore, Washington, 
Auuapolis and all the lower region of Mary­ 
land and Delaware in close connection with 
New York, as well as with Philadelphia, aud 
would in time of foreign war exempt the com­ 
merce which is now carried on by sea from in­ 
terruption. 
Such grand enteriarises as this 
one is, promoted by private capital and in­ 
cidental State aid, should be encouraged. 
Capitalists will fiud out what will pay. 
Governor Walker is right in his view of the 
matter, and the President is wrong in pro­ 
posing gigantic and expensive schemes of in­ 
ternal improvement at the cost of tho national 
government. 


C'onsi'vsa Yestcrdajr—The 
Ncvr Sloops 
of W ar. 
Although the Senate has not achieved much 
beyond laying trains for future oratorical ex­ 
plosions, the House of Rejiresentatives already 
presents us with an important bill which it 
has passed- The original prAiiosition of the 
Naval Committee was considerably modified, 
aud iu certain points we think justly. 
Per­ 
haps tho least reasonable was the reduction 
of the number of 
vessels from ten to 
six, because if, as generally admitted, we 
.sadly need a serviceable addition to our navy, 
other conditions being satisfied, it is unwise 
to defer the construction of the required 
number. Mr. Giirfleld’s amendment requir­ 
ing full plans and estimates to be reported to 
Congress and an appropriation made before 
work is commenced, was much more to the 
point, as tho necessity for strict super­ 
vision over 
these details 
is 
too 
well 
known 
to 
need 
comment. 
The 
vote 
on Mr. Hale’s amendment giving half of the '' 
vessels to private shipyards for construction 
indicates the force which the compromise 
coalition wields in the present session, the 
result beiug a probably large slice for tho 
shipbuilders of Maine and Pennsylvania. We 
hope that the Senate will take this bill up 
without delay aud let the country have some 
war vessels that it can rely on. The amusing 
episode in the debate by which the “pig-iron” 
champion received a short and sharp lecture 
on inconsistency gives a promise of liveliness, 
even tor the short time the present Congress 
has to live. 


ladepeMdene*—Tke Views •< 
(he Ctaverner Oeaerel. 
O'lr special correspondent in Canada fur­ 
nishes us with an interesting account of 
an 
interview 
with 
the 
new 
Oovoraor 
General 
of 
the 
Dominion, 
which will 
'be found in the Hbbald to-day. 
Lord 
Dufferin has been among the Canadians 
for six months, 
aud 
during that short 
time has succeeded in making himself oxceed- 
ingly popular. Our correspoudout indicates 
the secret of this success when he describes 
Lord Dufferin aa a gentleman of courteous 
bearing, manly instincts and genial disposi­ 
tion. The conversation of the Governor Gen­ 
eral shows that with those, qualities he com­ 
bines good sense, a reflective mind and 
diplomatic shrewduess. 
We are told that the 
representative of Her British Majesty across the 
border is in tho prime of life, under the mid­ 
dle size, slightly round-btick«d. with a studious, 
thoughtful face, high cheek bourn and an “aris­ 
tocratic lisp. ” It is therefore fair to conclude 
that his popularity does uot depeud upon out­ 
ward attractions, but has the more solid aud 
lasting founlatiou of amiability aud culture. 
In this respeot our neighbors have been for- 
tunata in their imi>orted Executives, and Eng­ 
land can at least claim the credit of having 
Kcut some of her best citizens to represent the 
Crown in hex Oonadian colony. 
It will not surprise any person to flnJ that 
Lord Dufferin has discovered no desire for in­ 
dependence, much leas for aunexatiou, among 
the people over whom ho lias been placed iu 
authority. The Governor General of Canada 
would not be exactly the person to whom those 
who reflect seriously upon the question of sep­ 
aration from the home govcmmeut would 
express their views. Representing royalty in 
a country where the institution, like a shadow 
thrown at a distance, apjiears larger and more 
massive than the original, although it lacks its 
solidity, that distinguished colonial officer no 
donbt hears more of the gushing loyalty of the 
people than does the monarch herself. 
We 
can, therefore, beUeve Lord Dufferin to be 
sincere when he expres.ses the opinion that 
there is no desire on the part of tho Canadians 
to change their position, and that they are not 
disturbed by the recent remarkable adrice of 
the London Times, that they should “take up 
their indepeudeuce” and shift hereafter for 
themselves. 
It is probable, however, that if 
he follows closely the discoveries of our cor­ 
respondent, he may find that his judgment is 
at fault, and that while the Canadians are un­ 
questionably loyal to their present government, 
they are nevertheless disposed to reflect serious­ 
ly whether the establishment of an independent 
Republic of Canada would not prove advan­ 
tageous to both England and her colony. As 
an Englishman Lord Dufferin, no doubt, has 
all the faith ho profe.sses iu the “lusty youth” 
and power of that nation. 
We have no dis­ 
position to question his statement that 
England 
is 
stronger 
to-day 
than 
she 
was after Waterloo; although we might 
remind him that her present strength must be 
jiulged, not by a comparison with the Englaud 
of 1815, but by a comparison with the nations 
of to-day—with great Powers like Germany, 
R’lssia and the Uuitad States, capable of put­ 
ting armies of a million trained .soldiers into 
the field. But we believe that greater expe­ 
rience in America and a closer study of tho 
subject will convince the Governor General of 
the enx>r of his conclusion that Canada, if it 
be her choice, can remain forever a colony of 
^ Britain and yet develop her reM.nnve^ 
bMomcí próíperóus'’aud piTweiiul. 
lliO Canadians are a brave, intelligent and 
enterprising people ; yet their country has not 
kept pace iu progress with the States of the 
Union. The emigration societies of Europe 
send out annually many thousands of British 
subjects to Canada ; yet the stati-stics show 
that of the emigrants who laud in the 
Dominion all but a fraction sooner or later 
find their way to the States. 
It is certain that 
this is attributable in a great 
measure 
to the danger of a conflict between England 
and the United States, which would neces- 
siirily involve the colony in the struggle. 
As 
an indeiiendent Republic, in 
commercial 
alliance with the United States, Canada would 
have none of the drawbacks of this unnatural 
position—unnatural in this age of intelligence 
on a Continent where monarchies have no 
place. Lord Dufferin gives it as his opinion 
that iu the “sad calamity” of a war between 
England and the United States, in a strate­ 
gic point of view Canada would lie useful to 
the former Power. 
“However strong America 
might be,” he says, “she could hardly view with 
iudiffereuce such a formidable base of opera­ 
tions O.S Englaud would still have on this ter­ 
ritory. She might be driven from Canada 
and Cauailn might be conquered; but the 
undertaking would cause vast loss aud injury 
to the American Republic.” Iu these words 
Lord Dufferin unwittingly proves how Canada

iseudnngcred and damaged by the Euglish 
connection. If a war should unhappily occur 
between the two Powers, 
Canada, with 
probably no share iu the quarrel, would bear 
the principal burden and suffer the worst hor­ 
rors of the conflict. The homes that would be 
desolated would be Canadian homes, the 
blood that would flow would be Canadian 
blood, and in the end, althongh “at vast loss 
and injury” to her foe, Canada would be con­ 
quered. Is this just towards a brave people 
who have dug their own fortunes out of a new 
land? Would not this young community, 
three thousand miles away from England, be 
safer, more free, more prosperous, more happy 
as an independent government, released from 
such entangling and hazardous reliances ? 
Lord Dufferin famishes yet another plea 
for a Canadian Republic when he expresses 
confidence in the conservatism of the Ameri­ 
can government and gives utterance to the 
truism that “any offensive war on the part of 
a Republic weakens its intrinsic power and 
predisposes it for an imperial despotism.” 
As Americans we desire the independence of 
our neighbors for their own good. As repub­ 
licans we would proudly hail the formation 
of a chain of independent republics all over 
the American Contincut and the adjacent 
islands. As a powerful and conservative peo­ 
ple we repudiate the idea of forcible annexa­ 
tion, and should respect the independence of 
such free govomments, as we require our own 
in<Iopendence to be respected and os we hope 
for the perpetuation of our institutions.

Almost simultaneously with our record of 
the prudent determluation of the Board of 
Fire Underwriter^ to raise their rates of pre­ 
mium it has beea publicly announced that au 
old-established life inanrauee company, which 
has hitherto been considered as most conser­ 
vative in its management, has determined to 
reduce its rates. 
This aunouuoement has 
startled the community all the more on ac­ 
count of the solemn promise made by that 
company about a month ago, in a published 
account of its remarkably prosperous career 
from its organization iu 184*2 to October 1, 
1872. This promise was thus worded:—“The 
company will continue to guide its business in 
future by the same principles and rules which 
a long experience has shown to lie mo.st con­ 
ducive to the safety and best interests of its 
policy-holders. 
It wiU issue polices of all ap­ 
proved descriptions and at its usual table 
rates.” But by a óirciilar issued on the 30th 
ult., it seems already to have abandoned that 
position. It now proposes to issue its policies 
at a redaction from “its usual table rates,” of 
about twenty-two per cent upon life policies, 
and eleven per cent upon endowment assur­ 
ances. The learned actuary who has recom­ 
mended this new departure from “the princi­ 
ples and ndea” of life insurance, has held his 
actual office, we are informed, not more than 
two years -a very brief offset to tho in- 
suranca experience of a hundred 
years. 
Ho nevertheless steps boldly forward to 
dictate 
a 
novel 
policy 
in 
opposition 
to that which has been so successfully tested 
both in Great Britain aud the United States. 
Tho “Encyolopaeiia Britauuica,’’ in its elab­ 
orate article ou insurance, soys in reference 
to Mutual Societies, “A higher rate of pre­ 
mium than the risk demands is generally 
charged, to defray expenses of management 
and at the same time increase the basis of 
security.” For a century past the closest 
scrutiny by the first mathematicians of the 
age ol the principles which form the fonuda- 
tion of life insurance has resulted merely in 
a strict adherence on the part of all reliable 
companies in Great Britain to the old-estab­ 
lished rates—rates which are, indeed, far 
higher than our own. 
Life insurance is of no value imless it gives 
security iu the future. It is for this reason 
that a yearly charge is made, sufficient not 
only to cover the cost of insurance, but also 
to provide for contingencies which may be 
beyond human control. Among such con­ 
tingencies are increased mortality arising from 
epidemics, or errors in tho mortuary tables; 
the possibility of changes iu the value of 
money—a most important feature in the sys- 
tem—and various others, against which all 
business men deem it but prudent to provide. 
To consider the chances of unexpected claims 
should be the guide for all well-managed life* 
companies. From these cLiims, as we have 
recently seen, the fire companies have no im­ 
munity. Experience teaches that unless am­ 
ple provision against them be made there is 
no real security for the public. 
In view of these obvious facts, and of many 
others which equally coutradict the argu­ 
ments urged iu favor of the newly-recom­ 
mended reduction of rates, it is not surprising 
that grave apprehensions have been excited by 
it. Not only are the seventy-seven thousand 
policy-holders of the company iu question, to­ 
gether with their heirs and assigns, deeply in- 
terest^ 
proposed 
which 
uot a fewof ttcTn profesragaiust as exposing 
them to injustice—but the policy-holders of 
all other companies are no less deeply inter­ 
ested in it as revolutionary iu its theory aud 
its consequences. It is true that there is no 
legal restriction iu respect to the reduction of 
rates—each company beiug at liberty to de­ 
cide for itself. But all companies, includiug 
the one which has just proposed it, will be 
directly or indirectly affected by it. Eighteen 
or twenty loading life insurance companies in 
New York have already, we understand, met 
for consultation on this subject of great im­ 
portance to them and to the public at large. 
Why should not a convention of all the com- 
panies throughout the Uuion be called to de­ 
liberate upon it? ^Vhy should not an appeal 
be made to our most eminent actuaries to de­ 
liver an authoritative opinion upon it ? If, as 
the actuary who has initiated this attempt at 
revolution iu life insurance intimates, “the 
poorer classes,” and all other classes, have 
been hitherto “compelled to advance money 
beyond the true price of assurance,” the pub­ 
lic should be enlightened as to what the “true 
price” actually is. 
Let, then, experienced 
actuaries declare and prove the real principles 
of life insurance, and let all the life com­ 
panies agree to abide by them. 


Perils or the Lakes.—Winter briugs its 
perils ou the lakes as well as on the ocean. 
Two barges aud two schooners have been 
wrecked on Lake Superior, and all on board 
are supposed to have perished. About this 
season of the year there is, indeed, greater 
danger ou our inland seas than on the ocean, 
and the tragedies on the lakes for the past 
twenty years would furnish volumes of sad 
reading. 
Yet there is probably even more 
recklessness displayed in their navigation 
than in the fitting out of the mantraps called 
steamships for ocean voyages. 


The Louisiana Troubles. —Governor Wur- 
moth, of Louisiana, has issued his proclama­ 
tion announcing the result of the canvass of 
votes for the State legislators, and declaring 
the members designated by his Board of Can­ 
vassers the duly elected Legislature.

rience” lor the ages beyond sixty. 
N either does 
the pnbllshcd statem en t of the com pany dem on­ 
strate its ability to reduce its ra te s as proposed. 
Tliat statem en t dem onstrates Us ability to achieve 
an iiiiparalloled success by adhering to the "p rin ­ 
ciples and n an s” which have heretufnre guided it; 
and, in dem onstrating this, dem unstrates also the 
ilangcr ot abam loulng those said "prlnclplea and 
rules." 
If the theory upon which the Miiiual Life In.su- 
ran^e Company lias hitherto conducted Itsbnslnoss 
is noi. lalse; if any m an wlio rriists a life Insurance 
company for m ore than a lim ited term of j’ears Is 
not a fool: If the whole doctrine of reserves and

A man who waa Insured in the "M utual" 
in 1864, at the age of twenty-five, for $1,000 on the 
annual prem ium whole life plan, has paid a yearly i 
premium of $19 «9. 
He Is now th irty-three years I 
of age. and hla annual prem ium on a new policy 
of the same kind would be $24 7*.

Awother Day of Dcgal Rnvoatiler and o f 
«be i.aw'8 Delay—C ontinual ion of the 
Argumrnt on tbc Motion to tinash the 
IndirtMient—Mr. Trcinain in Keply to 
Drfendant's C'onnscl. 
Yesterday the case of Tlie People against Wliilani 
M. Tweed was again up before Judge Ingraham in 
the co u rt of Oyer and Term iner on a continuation 
01 argum ent by Tweed’s counsel to quash the in- 
fiKinienl. This argum ent to quash is becoming 
not only farcical as a legul illusion, iiut, urifor- 
Hinateiy, it tends to bring the aduU nisiration of 
•ustice into contem pt. The change made in the 
ludges to try tlie case m ust appear unlortunatc 
liom the fact th at Judge ISrady, who had listened 
10 ah the iinmbast and rliodom onude of defcndaut •- 
laikiDg counsel, bad just come to the point to have 
00 more special pleading from that frottiy gentlc- 
oian of "sound and fury” when his seat on the 
Dench was fllieil by another. Judge Brady iiad re­ 
solved to have Tweed arraigned first and to listen 
to argument after: now, from present appearances, 
it will be all argum ent and no arraignm ent, no 
trial, no convlcUou, no punishm ent, ho wags the 
iegal world along. 
4WU’MKNT ro Ql’ASn TUB INnUTMkST AGAINST 
WILtlAM M. TWEED. 
The hearing wa.s resum ed yesterday m orning In 
iiie co u rt of Oyer and Term iner before Judge In- 
crabam . There .were present the sam e array of 
counsel as on Tuesday, the gentlem an in the big 
♦rig being again prom inent as the leader of the 
4iclence. The "Boss,” who appeared in exceed­ 
ingly good spirits, was prior to the com m encem ent 
of the proceedings busily engaged for some time 
In conversation with a gentlem an whose name did 
Bot transpire. The court, although well filled, was 
devoid ol that scene of crashing and excitem ent 
Which was apparent on Tuesday last, m any doubt­ 
less preferring to rem ain absent until the trial 
•ctuaily assum es some prospect of its being taken 
in hand and prosecuted to a conclusion—u p ro s­ 
pect which, from p resen t appcarauces, seems 
highly problem atical. 
Mr. Peckham, in opening the case for the prosc- 
cuUon, said thot when the ease was taken Into 
C oart, the day before yesterday, he liad hoped 
some progress would have been made, but he was 
exceedingly dissatisfied with w hat nad been done. 
From the circnm stances which the other side had 
endeavored to prove It certainly did appear that 
the prosecution were going to be tram pled on and 
toa«i actnaily got them selves into an iiuforinnafc 
looddie. They had urged tn at his presence on be­ 
half of the D istrict A ttorney had liecn illegal, and 
th at no lawyer could appear before th at body o th er 
th an the District A ttorney himself.

Mr. Pe-.'kham said it was a m atter of absolute 
rucessity th at some one should appear Utfoic the

He subm itted, tliere- 
fore, th at nothing im proper ha<l occurred; th at 
w hatever there was, supposing it to be irregular, 
was cured entirely by the District Attorney’s hav­ 
ing advised the Grand Jury tq Ignore any previous 
action they hqd taken in the proceedings ami to 
investigate it entirefy by ihcniselvos. 
Counsel for the defence cited several leading 
cases in an endeavor to prove th at the power was 
vested in the Court to quash tbc indictiueni. 
Mr. Tremain addressed himself to the principal 
question, and said the motion to quash the indii.t- 
m ent, so far as it related to exclimlve lucts, souglit 
to be based upon three propositions: first, 'that 
the proceedings before the Grand Jury were illegal 
and irregular; second, tn at this indictm ent was 
tainted by this irregularity as a fniit of it, and 
bird, th at this irregularity was of Itself, upon 
rt, BulllcUnt ground to 
lurt to g ran t a motion to 
qnash the Indictm ent. These three propositions 
m ust all be m alntam ed afilrmatlvely on the p a n of 
the defendant. It was not enough to show that 
this was merely an Irregularity, hut the whole of 
the points m ust he estublished lielore the Court 
could be justified in declaring such to he the case.

suillclentfor the counsel. The consequence was 
th at if tliat were the law at Rome they must no at 
Rome as the Romans do, and If th at Court should 
tie converted Into an arena for the exhltiltion of 
gladltorial combats, or Inio a hear den, tne respon- 
sildlltv would not rest upon those who were depre­ 
cating it. 
In the first place, when the Assistant

Im proper motives of political hostlUiy 
had been Im puted to the gentlem an who appeared 
before the Grand Jury. 
He took the occasion, 
tlicrefore, to protest against such comluct, and lie 
should not follow, at least jnst now. this exam ple; 
hut he desired the counsel to iinderstam i that they 
recognized nosuperlurs at th at bar, and no school­ 
m asters. And when the gcntlcnian who arraígncd 
the counsel lor the govcrniuent asked, alter weeks 
of delay aad days occupied tn dilatory motions, to 
simply arraign the deiendant, he could not sec the 
force ef a criticism upon them for endeavoring 
to discharge their duty.

A Shooting AtTray in FIrat A venue-D is­ 
charge of the Prisoner*.

The first case tried yesterday was an indictm ent 
for lelonlous assault aud hattcry agalust Thomas 
Kenney, the com plainant being Thomas Costello, 
keeper of a p o rter house, corner ol Twenty-flfth 
street and F irst avenue.

The officer in the case swore that Cos­ 
tello’s place was the resort of disorderly characters. 
A num ber of witnesses for the «lefcnce, among 
whom was a respectable young man, flatly contra­ 
dicted Costelloes story, testiiylug th at Costello 
turned round and sh«*t at Kenny aud his com­ 
panion, Edward Horan. 
The jury rendeied a verdict of not guilty w ithout 
leaving their seat.s. 
The D istrict Attorney filed an Indictm ent against 
R dw araHoran, growing our 01 the sam e affair, and, 
w ith the consent of the c«jurt, lloran was dis­ 
charged. 
Bobbery of a Lady in Second Avenne—A

F rederick C artland, a youth, was tried upon a 
charge of robbery. Miss Hlia.v Siebenchen testified 
th at on the 17th of October, a.ier she got out of a 
car on the corner of 'nilrty-flith atrect and .Second 
avenne, she was seized ami iield by C artland and 
his confederate snatched a pocket bock out of her 
hand which contained *1 1 . The boys escaped, bnt 
n ex t day C artland waa arrested by a detective 
upon a description given by the com plainant. 8he 
said th at she had seen the prisoner at the corner 
on two or three previous occasions and was sure 
he was the young m an who participated in the 
robbery. 
Counsel for the prisoner put lilm on the stand, 
and he swore th at he never saw tho lady in his 
llio and that she was m istaken. A brother of the 
accused was told to stan«l up and Miss Siebenclien 
re-entered the w itness box and exclaimed. "Oh. 
th at la the young m an!” She subsequently aaid 
slie could not positively sw ear which of the 
brothers held her.

bead. 


We are not disposed to lay stress on vague 


and ill-defined rumors. It may be that the 
actual situation is not so serious as reported. 
The committee, as appointed, is a reasonably 
fair representation of the Assembly. The ma- 
jority in the Assembly is notoriously conserv- 
ative, and the conservative majority in the 
Assembly is represented in this fresh commit- 
tee. It is not conceivable that the organiza- 
tion of the committee can ba any surprise to 
the President or, indeed, to any intelligent 
member of the French Assembly. It was a 
foregone conclusion that the majority in the 
new committee provided for by M. Dufaure's 
motion 
would ba 
anti-republican. 
The 


situation of to-day is aiost" unquestionably 
more critical than it was a week ago. It was 
evident then—it is more evident now—that the 
vote of ihe Assembly delayed, but did not pre- 
vent, a crisis. It is in some respects a dis- 
grace to France and to the French people that 
such a crisis should have arrived. The present 
government has done well, and it ought to have 
been allowed to complete its task. That task 
cannot be regarded as completed until fcha last 
centime of the war indemnity is paid. We 
are willing to admit that the obligations tinder 
which France has come would be honorably 
discharged 
by 
any party ^hich might 


come into power ; but as the government 01 
M. Thiere has been o compromise government 
and rendered possible only by the conflicting 
sentiments of the various factions, Germany 
could aot be blamed if it said, on the occasion

The one 
alarm ing fact of the moment is, that Germany 
can dictate to France, and, if need be, compel 
her to submit; and it is not to^STlenied that 
the government of Emperor William, vSule it 
has the wish, has also the power, and that, 
too, with the consent of a large and powerful 
section of the French people, tore-establish the 
Empire and to restore the Boaapartes. It is 
this fact which, more than any other, makes 
the present situation alarming to those who 
would wish to see the Eepublic successfully 
established in France, 


It is hardly possible that the republicans 


would allow Germany to interfere without 
m.tting one other bold and vigorous effort. 
Our letter from Paris, published in the 
TTEK*T.T> of yesterday, leaves us little room 
to doubt .as to what are the feelings of M. 
Gambetta in this particular crisis. What 
Gainbetta felt or thought would to us be of 
little Moment but for the {act that wa know 
that he, more than any other man, knows and

Internal CmprovemeiLt3*-*Pregld0nt Crrant 


and Governor Walker. 


The opposing views on the subject of great 


internal improvements of two recently iasued 
public documents—namely, the Message of 
President Grant and the Message of Governor 
Walker, of Virginia—are worthy of note. The 
President, as is generally-known, recommends 
an extensive system of internal improvements 
by the federal government, and particularly by 
canals of great length and cost, with a view to 
promote commerce between the West and At- 
lantic seaboard. He mentions, among other 
projects, for which he recommends government 
aid, the James Kiver and Kanawha Canal. 
Governor Walker, in his Message to the Vir- 
ginia Legislature, does aot favor any such 
policy, though 
his 
own 
State 
might 


reap 
the benefit of it. 
He does not 


believe Congress will give the 
aid rec- 


ommended. 
He says :—"The government 


of the United States, in my judgment, 
will never undertake the completion of the 
James Kiver and Kanawha Canal." He is 
opposed to the principle of government 
undertaking such works. 
He advises the 


owners of property in the canal, including 
the State, to transfer the title of all their 
interests to a company "of responsible gentle- 
men of established reputation for probity and 
financial ability, upon, condition that the 
work be completed iu j» _saiiiifaetory manner 
within a specified period. He saf& the argu- 
ments in favor of this scheme of {atcraa' im- 
provements by the federal government have 
been worn threadbare in the case of the 
Niagara Ship Canal, the Ulinow Ship C.'.nal, 
the Fos Kiver improvement and other like 
schemes. He endeavors to dispel the illusion 
of such a national undertaking, and urges the 
people and State of Virginia to trust to their 
own 
efforts and 
the capital they can

Tho conversation of tho Governor Gen- 
eral shows that with these qualities ho com- 
bines good sense, a reflective mind and 
diplomatic shrewdness. 
W<j ara told that tho" 


representative of Her British Majesty across the 
border is in tho prune of life, under tho mid- 
dlosiM, slightly round-backed, with a studious, 
thoughtful face, high cheek bones and an "aris- 
tocratic lisp." It is therefore fair to conclude 
that his popularity doss not depend upon out- 
wurd attractions, but has the move solid and 
lasting foundation of amiability and culture. 
In this respect our neighbors have been for- 
tunate in their imported Executives, and Eng- 
land caa at least claim the credit of having 
sent some of her best citizeas to represent the 
Crown in her Canadian colony. 


It will not surprise any person to find that 


Lord Dufferin has discovered no desire for in- 
dependence, much less for annexation, among 
the people over whom he has been placed in 
authority. The Governor General of Canada 
would not be exactly the person to whom those 
who reflect seriously upon the question of sep- 
aration from the home government would 
express their views. Representing royalty in 
» country where the institution, like a shadow 
thrown at a distance, appears larger and more 
massive than the original, although it lacks its 
solidity, (hat distinguished colonial officer no 
doubt hears more of the gushing loyalty of the 
people thaa does the moaarch hersalf. We 


can, 
therefore, believe Lord Dufferin to be 


sincere, whea he expresses the opinioa that 
there is no desire oa the part of tiwCinadiaas 
to change their position, aad that they are not 
disturbed by the recent remarkable advice of 
the London Tlmfs, that they ihould '^take Up 
their independence" and shift here.ifter for 
themselves. 
It is probable, however, that if 


he- follows closely the di'vaverie'j of our cor- 
respondent, he nuy find that his judgment i? 
at fault, and that while Mia Canadians art- tm- 
questioaably loyal to their present government, 
th3y are nevertheless disposed to reflect serious- 
ly whether the osUblishment of an independent 
Republic of Canada would not prove advan- 
tageous to both England aad her colony. As 
an Englishman Lord Dofferia, no doubt, has 
all the faith h« professes in the '-lusty youth" 
and power of that nation. 
We have no dis- 


position to question his statement that 
Englsiud it

was after Waterloo; although we might 
remind him that her preheat strength nrost be 
iudged, not by a comparison -x-jh the England 
of ISIS, but by a comparison wUh the nations 
of to-day—with greit Powers like Germany, 
Eussii and the UnU-ed States, capable of put- 
ting armies of a millioa trained soldiers into 
•£ue fieid. But we believe that greater expe- 
rience ia .Vtueriea and a closer study of ths 
•subject will convince the Governor General of 
"the erwt orms conclusion tnat, c^atnvi*, if it 
be het'ehoice, can rern tin forever a colony of 
Great" Britain aad yet develop her resource? 
and become prosperous and powerful. 


The Canadians are a brave, intelligent and 


eaterprising people ; yet their country has not 
kept pace ia progress with the States of the 
Uaion. The emigration societies of Europe 
send out-annually many thousands of British 
subjects to Canada: yet the statistics show 
that of the emigrants who laad ia the 
Dominion all but a tractioa Sooner or later 
find; their way to the States. It is certain that 
this is attributable in a great 
measure 


to the daager of a conflict between England 
and the United States, which would aeces- 
sarily involve the colony in the struggle. As 
alx independent Republic, in 
commercial 


alliance with the United States, Canada would 
have none of the drawbacks of this unnatural 
position—unnatural ia this age of iateiligeace 
oa a Coatinent where monarchies have no 
place. Lord Dufferia gives it as his opinioa 
that ia the "sad calamity" of a war between 
England and the United States, in a strate- 
gic point of view Canada would be useful to 
the former Power. "However strong America 
might be," he says, "she could hardly view with 
iadiSerence such a formidable base of opera- 
tion? aa England would still have on this ter- 
ritory. She might ba driven from Canada 
and Canada might IK conquered; bnt the 
undertaking woald cause vast loss aad injury 
to the American Ecpabiic." Ia these words 
Lord Dufferin unwittingly proves how Canada 
is sndaajTed and damaged by the English 
c-oaaection. If » war should anhappilv occur 
bet-eea the tw.j Powers, Canada, with 
probably no share in the quarrel, would bear 
the principal burden and snff»r the worst hor- 
rors of the conflict The homes that would be 
desolated would be Canadian hcimes, the 
blood that woild fl'iw wo-ild be Canadiaa 
blo^d. and ia th<> end, altbon^h "at vast loss 
aad iajniy" to her foe, Caaida woild be con- 
quered.

mium it lias been publicly announced that an 
oId-eNlablinhod life insurance company, which 
has hitherto been considered as most conser- 
vative in its management, has determined to 
reduce its rates. 
This announcement has 


flturllod tho community all (he more on ac- 
count of tho solemn promise made by (hat 
company about a mouth ago, in a published 
account of its remarkably prosperous career 
from its organization iu 1812 to October 1, 


1872. 
This promise was thus worded:—"The 


company will continue to guide it« business in 
future by the same principles and rules which 
a long experience hag shown to be most con- 
ducive to tho safety and best interests of its 
policy-holders. It will issue polices of all ap- 
proved descriptions and at its usual table 
rates." But by a circular issued ou the 30th 
nit., it seems already to have abandoned that 
position. It now proposes to issue its policies 
at a reduction from "its usual table rates," of 
about twenty-two per cont upon life policies, 
and eleven per cent upoa endowmeat assur- 
ances. The learned actuary who has recom- 
mended this new departure from "the princi- 
ples and rules'' of life insurance, has held his 
actual office, we are informed, aot more than 
two years—a very brief offset to the in- 
surance experience of a hundred years. 
He nevertheless steps boldly forward to 
dictate 
a 
novel 
policy 
ia 
oppositioa 


to that which has been so successfully tested 
both ia Great Britain and the United States. 
The '-Encyolopoodia Britannica," in its elab- 
orate article oa insurance, says in reference 
to Mutual Societies, "A higher rate of pre- 
mium thaa the risk demands is generally 
charged, to defray expenses of management 
and at the same time increase the basis of 
security." For a century past the closest 
scrutiny by the first mathematicians of tho 
age of the principles which form the founda- 
tion of life insurance has resulted merely in 
a strict adhereuce on the part ot all reliable 
companies in Great Britain to the old-estab- 
lished jates—rates which are, indeed, far, 
higher ihsn oiir own. 
" 


Life insurance is of no value unless it gives 


security in the future. It is for this reason 
that a yearly charge is made, sufficient aot 
only to cover_the cost of insurance, but also 
to provide for contingencies which maybe 
beyond human control. Among such con- 
tingencies are increased mortality arising from 
epidemics, or errors in the mortuary tables; 
the possibility of changes in the value of 
money—a most important feature ia the sys- 
tem—and various others, against which all 
business men deem it but prudent to provide. 
T.J consider the chances of unexpected claims 
should be the guide for all well-managed life 
companies. From thesa claims, as we have 
recently seen, the fire companies have no im- 
munity. Experience teaches that unless am- 
ple provision against them be made theie is 
no real security for the public. 


In view of these obvious facts, and of many 


others -which equally contradict the argu- 
ments urged ia favor of the newly-rccom- 
meade-1 reduction of rates, it is not surprising 
that grave apprehensions have beea excited by 
it. Not only are the seventy-sevea thousand 
policy-uoiaero oi ttic oumj«»i« la ^ncotion, to- 
gether with their heirs and assigns, deeply in- 
terested in the proposed experiment—which 
not a fe-.v of them protest against as exposing 
them to injustice—but tho policy-holders of 
all other companies are no less deeply inter- 
ested in it as revolutionary in its theory and 
its consequences. It is true that there is no 
legal restrictioa in respect to the reduction of 
rates—each company being at liberty to de- 
cide for itself. But all companies, including 
the one which has just proposed it. will be 
directly or indirectly affected by it.

aad that broad sagacity which in Wash,- 


burne have proved equal to the most difficult 
diplomatic emergencies. Mr. Orr is o, man 
some sixty years of age, ripened ia political 
experience at home, a conservative in the best 
§es2e_ofJM wQjd, agafeman, cool in delibera- 
tion, but firm in action. Our friendly rela- 
tions with Kussia are so securely established 
that only a Hotspur caa disturb them. Mr. 
Orr may be relied upon to maintain them, 
evea ia the face of a Cataeazy imbroglio at 
Washington, if the recurrence of such a thing 
may be considered within the rango of possi- 
bilities. We thiak, ia a word, tiiat Mr. Orr 
will prove a safe and acceptable man at 38.

The Preparations for the Execution—Scenes 


et the Jail Yesterday. 


Between the hours of nine A. M. and three P. M. 


to-day Henry Rogers will be executed in tno yard 
of the Kings Couuty Jan, liaymoud street. Brook- 
lyn, for thc murder of Policeman John Donohuc, ol 
the Fourth street station, early on the mornlug of 
the 7th. of July last. The circumstances of the 
tragedy are probably still fresh in the memory of 
the readers of the IlEUiL». The prisoner Rogers 
and a number of his companions, all of whom hat 
been drinking in Neil McGoldrick's barroom, on 
North First street, between Tenth street and 
Union avenue (the locality known as "Battle 
Row"), assembled on the BidewalK in front o 
McGoldrick's place and began to sing ami other 
wise create a disturbance.

Oa the front door of thc jail Hie ominous notice, 


"Ko visitors admitted to-<lay," bad been pasted by 
the keeper, Mr. Couradcly. A large crowd of men, 
women and boys, attracted by a morbid curiosity, 
hung about the irout of the building, watch ing 
every person who had business there going in and 
out. As the HERALD representative entered Hie 
hallway the sound of tue workmen's hammers ana 
aaw& were heard as Ihey proceeded with the work 
of erecting thc instrument of death. The hallway, 
from the entrance to tuejali crtenas right through 
to the yard, and on opening the door leading lo 
no lautbot «»o e«-t>e "f busy men ana the Ualf- 
irecteU gallons were revealed to tae sight.

The Preparations for the Execution—Scenes 


et the Jail Yesterday. 


Between the hours of nine A. M. and three P. M. 


to-day Henry Rogers will be executed in tno yard 
of the Kings Couuty Jan, liaymoud street. Brook- 
lyn, for thc murder of Policeman John Donohuc, ol 
the Fourth street station, early on the mornlug of 
the 7th. of July last. The circumstances of the 
tragedy are probably still fresh in the memory of 
the readers of the IlEUiL». The prisoner Rogers 
and a number of his companions, all of whom hat 
been drinking in Neil McGoldrick's barroom, on 
North First street, between Tenth street and 
Union avenue (the locality known as "Battle 
Row"), assembled on the BidewalK in front o 
McGoldrick's place and began to sing ami other 
wise create a disturbance.

government in France. At a Kouiewhiil lak> 
hour iu tho afternoon of yesterday tho 
bly took action on tho motion of M. Dufouro. 
President Thiors' Minister of Justice. It will 
be remembered by our renders (hat the motion 
of M. Dtifanro, carried by tho Assembly on 
Friday of last week, provided for the ap- 
pointment by tho Assembly of ft committee 
of thirty, whose duty it should be to draw up 
a low regulating public powers and pre- 
scribing the conditions of Ministerial respon- 
sibility. It has been known for the past week 
that tho appointment to bo made yesterday 
would test the strength of parties and reveal 
the actual situation. The eommitlee, as our 
news of this morning shows, has been organ- 
ized. As organized it reveals the character 
and composition of the Assembly. Of the 
thirty members who compose 
Mae 
com- 


mittee nineteen represent the Bight and 
eleven represent 
the Left.

at 
that 


the appointment of the committee should 
liavo created considerable excitomenfc, not 
only in France, but throughout Europe. Oae 
of our despatches has it that Berlin is alarmed, 
that the German government 'has taken steps 
to strengthen the army of occupation, that ex- 
citement prevails at Chiselhurst, and that, ia 
the event of the outbreak of hostilities in 
Paris, the influence of Bismarck, with the 
consent of Emperor William, wilt be exerted 
to restore the Empire, with Napoleon at its 
bead. 


We are not disposed to lay stress on vague 


and ill-defined rumors. It may be that the 
actual situation is not so serious as reported. 
The committee, as appointed, is a reasonably 
fair representation of the Assembly. The ma- 
jority in the Assembly is notoriously conserv- 
ative, and the conservative majority in the 
Assembly is represented in this fresh commit- 
tee. It is not conceivable that the organiza- 
tion of the committee can ba any surprise to 
the President or, indeed, to any intelligent 
member of the French Assembly. It was a 
foregone conclusion that the majority in the 
new committee provided for by M. Dufaure's 
motion 
would ba 
anti-republican. 
The 


situation of to-day is aiost" unquestionably 
more critical than it was a week ago. It was 
evident then—it is more evident now—that the 
vote of ihe Assembly delayed, but did not pre- 
vent, a crisis. It is in some respects a dis- 
grace to France and to the French people that 
such a crisis should have arrived. The present 
government has done well, and it ought to have 
been allowed to complete its task. That task 
cannot be regarded as completed until fcha last 
centime of the war indemnity is paid. We 
are willing to admit that the obligations tinder 
which France has come would be honorably

come into power ; but as the government 01 
M. Thiere has been o compromise government

The one 
alarm ing fact of the moment is, that Germany 
can dictate to France, and, if need be, compel 
her to submit; and it is not to^STlenied that 
the government of Emperor William, vSule it 
has the wish, has also the power, and that, 
too, with the consent of a large and powerful 
section of the French people, tore-establish the 
Empire and to restore the Boaapartes. It is 
this fact which, more than any other, makes 
the present situation alarming to those who 
would wish to see the Eepublic successfully 
established in France, 


It is hardly possible that the republicans 


would allow Germany to interfere without 
m.tting one other bold and vigorous effort. 
Our letter from Paris, published in the 
TTEK*T.T> of yesterday, leaves us little room 
to doubt .as to what are the feelings of M.

Internal CmprovemeiLt3*-*Pregld0nt Crrant 


and Governor Walker. 


The opposing views on the subject of great 


internal improvements of two recently iasued 
public documents—namely, the Message of 
President Grant and the Message of Governor 
Walker, of Virginia—are worthy of note. The 
President, as is generally-known, recommends 
an extensive system of internal improvements 
by the federal government, and particularly by 
canals of great length and cost, with a view to 
promote commerce between the West and At- 
lantic seaboard. He mentions, among other 
projects, for which he recommends government 
aid, the James Kiver and Kanawha Canal. 
Governor Walker, in his Message to the Vir- 
ginia Legislature, does aot favor any such 
policy, though 
his 
own 
State 
might 


reap 
the benefit of it. 
He does not 


believe Congress will give the 
aid rec- 


ommended. 
He says :—"The government 


of the United States, in my judgment, 
will never undertake the completion of the 
James Kiver and Kanawha Canal." He is 
opposed to the principle of government 
undertaking such works. 
He advises the 


owners of property in the canal, including 
the State, to transfer the title of all their 
interests to a company "of responsible gentle- 
men of established reputation for probity and 
financial ability, upon, condition that the 
work be completed iu j» _saiiiifaetory manner 
within a specified period. He saf& the argu- 
ments in favor of this scheme of {atcraa' im- 
provements by the federal government have 
been worn threadbare in the case of the 
Niagara Ship Canal, the Ulinow Ship C.'.nal, 
the Fos Kiver improvement and other like 
schemes. He endeavors to dispel the illusion 
of such a national undertaking, and urges the 
people and State of Virginia to trust to their 
own 
efforts and 
the capital they can

Tho conversation of tho Governor Gen- 
eral shows that with these qualities ho com- 
bines good sense, a reflective mind and 
diplomatic shrewdness. 
W<j ara told that tho" 


representative of Her British Majesty across the 
border is in tho prune of life, under tho mid- 
dlosiM, slightly round-backed, with a studious, 
thoughtful face, high cheek bones and an "aris- 
tocratic lisp." It is therefore fair to conclude 
that his popularity doss not depend upon out- 
wurd attractions, but has the move solid and 
lasting foundation of amiability and culture. 
In this respect our neighbors have been for- 
tunate in their imported Executives, and Eng- 
land caa at least claim the credit of having 
sent some of her best citizeas to represent the 
Crown in her Canadian colony. 


It will not surprise any person to find that 


Lord Dufferin has discovered no desire for in- 
dependence, much less for annexation, among 
the people over whom he has been placed in 
authority. The Governor General of Canada 
would not be exactly the person to whom those 
who reflect seriously upon the question of sep- 
aration from the home government would 
express their views. Representing royalty in 
» country where the institution, like a shadow 
thrown at a distance, appears larger and more 
massive than the original, although it lacks its 
solidity, (hat distinguished colonial officer no 
doubt hears more of the gushing loyalty of the 
people thaa does the moaarch hersalf. We 


can, 
therefore, believe Lord Dufferin to be 


sincere, whea he expresses the opinioa that 
there is no desire oa the part of tiwCinadiaas 
to change their position, aad that they are not 
disturbed by the recent remarkable advice of 
the London Tlmfs, that they ihould '^take Up 
their independence" and shift here.ifter for 
themselves. 
It is probable, however, that if 


he- follows closely the di'vaverie'j of our cor- 
respondent, he nuy find that his judgment i? 
at fault, and that while Mia Canadians art- tm- 
questioaably loyal to their present government, 
th3y are nevertheless disposed to reflect serious- 
ly whether the osUblishment of an independent 
Republic of Canada would not prove advan- 
tageous to both England aad her colony. As 
an Englishman Lord Dofferia, no doubt, has 
all the faith h« professes in the '-lusty youth" 
and power of that nation. 
We have no dis- 


position to question his statement that

was after Waterloo; although we might 
remind him that her preheat strength nrost be 
iudged, not by a comparison -x-jh the England 
of ISIS, but by a comparison wUh the nations 
of to-day—with greit Powers like Germany, 
Eussii and the UnU-ed States, capable of put- 
ting armies of a millioa trained soldiers into 
•£ue fieid. But we believe that greater expe- 
rience ia .Vtueriea and a closer study of ths 
•subject will convince the Governor General of 
"the erwt orms conclusion tnat, c^atnvi*, if it 
be het'ehoice, can rern tin forever a colony of 
Great" Britain aad yet develop her resource? 
and become prosperous and powerful. 


The Canadians are a brave, intelligent and 


eaterprising people ; yet their country has not 
kept pace ia progress with the States of the 
Uaion. The emigration societies of Europe 
send out-annually many thousands of British 
subjects to Canada: yet the statistics show 
that of the emigrants who laad ia the 
Dominion all but a tractioa Sooner or later 
find; their way to the States. It is certain that 
this is attributable in a great 
measure 


to the daager of a conflict between England 
and the United States, which would aeces- 
sarily involve the colony in the struggle. As 
alx independent Republic, in 
commercial 


alliance with the United States, Canada would 
have none of the drawbacks of this unnatural 
position—unnatural ia this age of iateiligeace 
oa a Coatinent where monarchies have no 
place. Lord Dufferia gives it as his opinioa 
that ia the "sad calamity" of a war between 
England and the United States, in a strate- 
gic point of view Canada would be useful to 
the former Power. "However strong America 
might be," he says, "she could hardly view with 
iadiSerence such a formidable base of opera- 
tion? aa England would still have on this ter- 
ritory. She might ba driven from Canada 
and Canada might IK conquered; bnt the 
undertaking woald cause vast loss aad injury 
to the American Ecpabiic." Ia these words 
Lord Dufferin unwittingly proves how Canada 
is sndaajTed and damaged by the English 
c-oaaection. If » war should anhappilv occur 
bet-eea the tw.j Powers, Canada, with 
probably no share in the quarrel, would bear

oId-eNlablinhod life insurance company, which 
has hitherto been considered as most conser- 
vative in its management, has determined to 
reduce its rates. 
This announcement has 


flturllod tho community all (he more on ac- 
count of tho solemn promise made by (hat 
company about a mouth ago, in a published 
account of its remarkably prosperous career 
from its organization iu 1812 to October 1, 


1872. 
This promise was thus worded:—"The 


company will continue to guide it« business in 
future by the same principles and rules which 
a long experience hag shown to be most con- 
ducive to tho safety and best interests of its 
policy-holders. It will issue polices of all ap- 
proved descriptions and at its usual table 
rates." But by a circular issued ou the 30th 
nit., it seems already to have abandoned that 
position. It now proposes to issue its policies 
at a reduction from "its usual table rates," of 
about twenty-two per cont upon life policies, 
and eleven per cent upoa endowmeat assur- 
ances. The learned actuary who has recom- 
mended this new departure from "the princi- 
ples and rules'' of life insurance, has held his 
actual office, we are informed, aot more than 
two years—a very brief offset to the in- 
surance experience of a hundred years. 
He nevertheless steps boldly forward to 
dictate 
a 
novel 
policy 
ia 
oppositioa 


to that which has been so successfully tested 
both ia Great Britain and the United States. 
The '-Encyolopoodia Britannica," in its elab- 
orate article oa insurance, says in reference 
to Mutual Societies, "A higher rate of pre- 
mium thaa the risk demands is generally 
charged, to defray expenses of management 
and at the same time increase the basis of 
security." For a century past the closest 
scrutiny by the first mathematicians of tho 
age of the principles which form the founda- 
tion of life insurance has resulted merely in 
a strict adhereuce on the part ot all reliable 
companies in Great Britain to the old-estab- 
lished jates—rates which are, indeed, far, 
higher ihsn oiir own. 
" 


Life insurance is of no value unless it gives 


security in the future. It is for this reason 
that a yearly charge is made, sufficient aot 
only to cover_the cost of insurance, but also 
to provide for contingencies which maybe 
beyond human control. Among such con- 
tingencies are increased mortality arising from 
epidemics, or errors in the mortuary tables; 
the possibility of changes in the value of 
money—a most important feature ia the sys- 
tem—and various others, against which all 
business men deem it but prudent to provide. 
T.J consider the chances of unexpected claims 
should be the guide for all well-managed life 
companies. From thesa claims, as we have 
recently seen, the fire companies have no im- 
munity. Experience teaches that unless am- 
ple provision against them be made theie is 
no real security for the public. 


In view of these obvious facts, and of many 


others -which equally contradict the argu- 
ments urged ia favor of the newly-rccom- 
meade-1 reduction of rates, it is not surprising 
that grave apprehensions have beea excited by 
it. Not only are the seventy-sevea thousand 
policy-uoiaero oi ttic oumj«»i« la ^ncotion, to- 
gether with their heirs and assigns, deeply in- 
terested in the proposed experiment—which 
not a fe-.v of them protest against as exposing 
them to injustice—but tho policy-holders of 
all other companies are no less deeply inter- 
ested in it as revolutionary in its theory and 
its consequences. It is true that there is no 
legal restrictioa in respect to the reduction of 
rates—each company being at liberty to de- 
cide for itself. But all companies, including 
the one which has just proposed it. will be 
directly or indirectly affected by it.

Mr. Orr is o, man 
some sixty years of age, ripened ia political 
experience at home, a conservative in the best 
§es2e_ofJM wQjd, agafeman, cool in delibera- 
tion, but firm in action. Our friendly rela- 
tions with Kussia are so securely established 
that only a Hotspur caa disturb them. Mr. 
Orr may be relied upon to maintain them, 
evea ia the face of a Cataeazy imbroglio at 
Washington, if the recurrence of such a thing 
may be considered within the rango of possi- 
bilities.

A new chapter has been added to the history of 


the Eric Ring collapse, which must prove interest- 
ing in all the aspects of this in terminable litigation- 
How Gould was dethroned and the facts connected 
with the COWB iVCUit of General sickles while he 
was here on a brief visit from the scat ot his minis- 
terial dotlce at Madrid, and the co-operation of 
General Dix in that most successful raid on the 
Erie King, will be found detailed as given below 
from the testimony of those who knew whereof 
they tentifled, given before a referee the other day.
